Law Will Have Teeth 

When the new Illinois Motorists' Safety-Responsi- 
bility law goes into effect January 1, 1&46, the state will 
at last have obtained "teeth" with which to prosecute 
"irresponsible" moto^xists. 

The law, passed without a dissenting vote by the 
last sessioon ,of the legislature, holds in substance that a 
motorist must either pay for the damage he incurs or 
lose His license to drive. 

Unique in the history of Illinois law is the six 
months' time lapse 'between enactment and enforcement 
the law-maTcers ^granted in the hope the -people would 
familiarize themselves with the law's .provisions. 

In commenting on the iwpularity of the Safety- 
Responsibility law,' John J. Nash, chairman of the Bli- 
nois Committee on Highway Safety, pointed out there 
are now 20 states with laws similar; to Illinois' and 14 
with legislation practically synonymous. 

"It's the solution to tlie problem that has plagued 
law makers since city .ordinances prescribed automo- 
biles be preceded. by a cyclist waving a red flag." * 

In detailing the law Nash pointed out there was 
nothing "compulsory" in -the law. It was, he said, entire- 
ly possible for a person to ignore the statute with com- 
plete impu'nity. That could be done he pointed out, by 
careful , ^riving and avoidance of accidents. 

It is'brily when accident damages exceed $50, he 
went on,. that the law steps in. In such case a report 
must be made to the Department of Public Works and 
Buildings at Sprlngfiled., There it is assessed and the 
amount of damage determined. The department makes 
a report to the Secretary of State, who, in turn, advises 
the motorists the value in cash, bond or insurance which 
must be posted. Failure to comply with the Secretary's 



directive brings automatic suspension of license and re- 
gistration rights. , _ " 

"There's nothing complicated in the lawi" Nash 
said, "it's simple justice: If you injure another, you 
either make good your injury or you cease driving. As 
simple as that."
